The law finally caught up with Jim Wads¬ 
worth. He was arrested for forgery and ex¬ 
tradited from California to New York, 
where he was brought to trial. But, aware 
of his client’s skill at handwriting, 0. P* 
Hammett, his attorney, demanded his fee in 
advance. 

“Don’t worry,” said Wadsworth* “I have 
$4,500 in a savings account back in L* A. 
I'll drop the bank a letter, instructing them 
to send you a check for your thousand.” 

The prosecutor’s chief witness against 
Wadsworth at life trial w as a veteran hand¬ 
writing expert, named Benjamin Fash. He 
insisted that Wadsworth had indeed perpe¬ 
trated the crime, namely, forging a check to 
the tune of $25,000, using the name of a 
depositor. Now, Wadsworth’s lawyer, 0. P. 
Hammett, came to hat. He tried to shake 
Fashes testimony, to discredit his value as 
an expert. Finally, he dug into his pocket 
and, folding the letter so that letterhead and 
signature were concealed, he submitted it 
to Fasji. 

“If you are so expert at detecting hand¬ 
writings perhaps you would be good enough 
to inform the court who signed this,” he 
snapped, tasting triumph. 

Fash scrutinized the paper for a moment, 
then looked up, unabashed* “Why* certain¬ 
ly, I know who wrote this. It w f as the de¬ 
fendant, Jim Wadsworth.”
